In IPilO I 
pniehasi'il in Knglaml Samlringham. hrother to thus.' 
two go.1.1 horsi's |•ersimmon anil Kiainoml .Inhilee. 
iMith Ki rhy winni'i's. I foolisiily put oriee ami pi'di- 
gri'i' hefore mi'i'il. .\nother instani-e: I honght The 

,Si rihi'. son of the English Kerhy winner Isinglass, 
.ml of III.' Kaks. and SI. I.eger winiii'f .Mi'iiioir, hy 
St. Simon, .\gain 1 was tempti'.l hy priee ami iM'.li- 
gre.' anil lost sight of merit. I had the same sad 
expeiienee with Flanndes. I honght the horse la*- 
i-aiise he w;is a son of the great St. Simon, and had 
the Kaks winner lamel.v for his dam. 

".My mistake was in not having pnrehaseil a horse 
like .Mr. Itelmont's great sire. Koek Sand, or .Mr. 
M'hitne.v's Meddler, or more stallions like Star Shoot 
and Friar Km-k; then I shoiild have done something 
worth wliile. 

"It’s slinple to get into line. We have a hetter 
eliniate. la-tter grass jmd more aereage than Eng- 
land. and there is no reason wh.v, with the proper 
iitti'iition to the mating of raee liorses. we should 
not hreed more tlioronglihreds the ei|iial of the la-st 
)irodneeil in England.” 



HORSES SHOULD BE WELL SCHOOLED 



The Use and Abuse of Blinkers Responsible for 
. Inconsistent Racing. 



Nothing in eiinneet ion with nieing has a more 
iinpoi'lant lietiring on the onteome of a contest 
than the starting. It is an oldigalion on the part 
of everv trainer to have his eamlidates for nieing. 
es|H'ei;ill,v the two vear-olds, I horonghl.v sehiHileil at 
the l•.•lr^’il'r. It will make the starter’s work easier 
nnd improve the general siliiation as far as the 
inihlie is eoni'erned. for there is nothing more 
exasperating than to see wild, iinliroken jiivenili's 

delaying a start and in II ml destroying not 

onl.v their own eliani'es. hnt frei|iientl,v those of the 
starters on either side of thein. 

In this eonnei'tion it would he well not to allow 
the use of lilinkers until the animal wearing them 
has Ih'I'ii broken away from tiie harrier one or 
jiiore times in the new ei|iii)imi'nt. In some in- 
stances where this preeantion is not taken a horse 
will remain at the jiost until the others of the 
field have come into his vision. This is fatal, es- 
jiei'iiiUy in these days of s|irint racing. A few 
lessons at till' gate would obviate the danger. 

There is no more ahn.seil privilege than that of 
th*' use or non -use of blinkers. It is res|Hinsible 
for uiltcli of the inconsistent racing. Freiiuently 
when an animal ehanges haiiils the new trainer 
pleads ignornnis' of the horse's previous ei)iiipmeut. 

Daily Iliiciiig Form is accurate. A glantu' at its 
chart will reveal wlmtlier the horse wears blinkers, 
and if so, there should la* no change until the 
officials are satisfied that there is a sound reason 
therefor.

For the Fanmonok llanilica)i 
at thri'e-i|uarters. which is the feature of th*' open- 
ing ila.v. th*' Koss nominations are .Motor fop. fon- 
staiiey, F.illy Kelly ami Koyal .lester. while trainer 
llihlreth has named I.uiitllite. Komtiiii|tie. Valor, 
Lord F.righton and Krewi'r for Mr. Sinclair. While 
l.nciillite can run as far as most thoroughbreds, 
it is thought b.v I'XiMTts generally that sprint- 
ing is most to his liking and the big son of Tr:ii> 
Koek will proliably make his first start of the 
.vear in th*' Fanmonok. with Kominii|U*' also a cer- 
tain starter should the going be liiavy.
